NEED SUPPLIES MOSE THAN SOLDIERS 


Washington, May 7.—Two allied war commissions sitting con- 
tinuously—one in London and the other here—appeared today as one 
of the first actual steps to co-ordinate the powerful resources the Uni- 
ted States brings into the war with those of the allies across the sea. 


The commission in London "vvitli rrj)re.sentativc.'s of all the allied 
nations including the United States, would receive and decide upon 
the apportionment of seaborne traffic. 


While the inroads of the sub- 
marine menace continue it is abso- 
lutely essential to conserve every 
ship for the most needed freight 
and the only Avay that this can be 
done is to haA e the allies submit 
their needs lo a central body in 
London which shall have power fo 
give priority to the most pressing.

Seek to Show It Will Not

Washington, May 7.—Hearings on 
the proposed fifteen per cent, freight 
rate increase were begun here today 
before tlie interstate commerce com- 
mission. 
The railroads were repre- 
sented by counsel, having statistical 
matter to prove the necessity of the 
increase aslted for. 


Shippers who oppose the increases 
were represented by counsel, who in- 
tended later to show mat 
railroad 
earnings have been 
proportionately 
high, notwithstanding what is alleged 
to be over capitalization and that at 
best only a few roads may need in- 
creased revenues. 


This class of shippers contends that 
if increases are needed for some roads 
they should not be accomplished by a 
blanket raise in rates covering the 
entire country.

oppression and declared once more to 
all nations of the earth that truth, 
justice, liberty and equality must pre- 
vail. 
And little did Lincoln 
realise 
nhow far-reaching his work would be. 
And when the present war is over the 
•vorld will pay tribute 
to 
our 
own 
'president, 
Woodrow 
Wilson, 
whose 
•work of today is nobler and grander 
than any one is able at the present mo- 
ment to comprehend. 


"When this world conflict is over 
and the nations have had time to re- 
flect, when autocracies are no more, 
'and all the nations of the earth have 
turned their faces toward democracy, 
Avherc shall they look for their ideal? 
i\Iay vv-e Americans so live and act and 
deal witli theni that the ideals and 
principles embodied in the Stars and 
•Stripes shall be carried to the ends of 
the earth. 
So may we who have as- 
.sembled here today to behold the un- 
furling of this glorious flag in which 
the hope of the world resides, may we 
be- filled with the new fervor, and a 
new fire, and a burning zeal for hu- 
manity, for right, truth, ju.stice, and 
all other vital elements which are rep- 
resented in its folds. 


" 'God bless Old Glory.' " 
No sooner had Rev. Foisom uttered 
the words, "God bless the old 
flag" 
than the heavens themselves opened 
and smiled down on the five thousand 
people who had gathered at this pQint 
to see the Stars and Stripes hoisted to 
position. 
The IClks' band furnished 
music for the occasion and Battery D 
fired a salute. 


Tried lo Preserve Peace. 


Avery M. Groves in his address said 
in 
part: 
"The 
American 
nation, 
guided by the wi.sdom of its beloved 
president, tried every honorable means 
to ijreserve peace and liberty.

erated acta of aggression on the part 
of what is now our enemy until con- 
ditions bccame unbearable.

Bow Heads in Rcvcrciice. 


Maurice C. Niezcr in his address 
spoke in part: 
"In the presence of tho 
fllag of our beloved country we bow 
our heads 
in 
reverence, and with 
grateful hearts we pay our loving trib- 
ute to the memory of those patriots 
who offered their lives that we might 
be free—they sleep in the land they 
have made free, under the flag they 
rendered stainless. 
Our flag expresses 
more—means more to humanity than 
any other 
flag. 
It expresses the will 
of a free people and proclaims that 
they are supreme." 


He closed with the following words: 
"Inspired by the deeds of our fathers 
we face the future with confidence and 
with 
a 
united liberty-loving people. 
We dedicate our lives and fortunes 
and our sacred honor to the principles 
for which our flag stands, to the end 
that representative government 
will 
be enthroned throughout the world. 


Areola Flag Raising. 


At Areola the flag raising was an in- 
spiring one. 
Senator Ohmig Bird pre- 
sided at this gathering and Rev. Father 
Paul A. Welch was the first speaker. 
E. V. Emrick and Harry Hogan, of 
Fort Wayne, delivered the two prin- 
cipal addresses. 


People Are Stirred. 


Those who gathered at Areola were 
stirred to the uttermo.st by the address 
of Mr. Emrick. 
A portion of his ad- 
dress follows: 


"We are absolutely at war with the 
central powers. 
Do not nourish the 
hope that something may occur 
to 
cause the 'bitter cup to pass.' 
War is 
always what Sherman said it was. The 
flower of our country, tiie best of our 
youths, must pass through the hèllish 
flames of this war—your boy and your 
neighbor's boy. 
Tlie central powers 
will inflict the horrors of war on your 
boys, and before the war is over it may 
actually cause famine and affect those 
in this country not actually on the 
firing 
line. 
Indeed, this condition is 
very likely to result if the German sub- 
marine campaign is not checked. 
We 
are now one of the main hopes of tlic 
allies. 
To defeat tho allies the central 
powers must start 
at 
once on tiieir 
plans to crush us. 
If the submarine 
campaign is succe.ssful, and there is 
some likelihood of that, and Russia 
signs a separate peace we will have a 
vejy serious and costly war. 
Perhaps 
war on our own coast, devastation of 
ou)- own firesides so that whether we 
happen to personally like it or not the 
cause of the allies is our cause. 
Re- 
gardless 
of 
what 
circumstances 
brought us into the war we must co- 
operate with the allies to bring about 
an early defeat 
of 
the government 
against which we have declared -«rar. 
The sooner the war is settled the bet- 
ter for us. 
Regardless of the condi- 
tions that originally brought about this 
world-wide war it has now become a 
war of democracy against autocracy, 
and because good Americans love de- 
mocracy and their government they 
must all enter the war with a spirit of 
being willing to do their utmost." 


Ii0.val to the Fiag. 


Harry H. Hogan complimented the, 
American citizens of German birth In 
his address as follows: 


"War has been forced upon us. 
The 
patriotic Germans of this country will 
take the r^ght stand. 
I know they 
will fight for their counti^. He lives in 
homes of the great city of Fort Wayne 
in large numbers.

The cost of coal, wages and ma- 
terials have gone up so rapidly in the 
last year or tvyo, declared the eastern 
roads, who will be followed by south- 
eastern and westing lines and by ship- 
pers, that income from present rates 
cannot keep pace. 
Higher rates are 
necessary to maintain their credit and 
to make efCecientservice possible, they 
said. 
The propo-sed 15 per cent ad- 
vance would yield all railroads a sum 
estimated at between $300,000.00 and 
$400,000,000 based on^,last year's rec- 
ord earnings. 
Of this amount roads 
east of Chicago and north of the Ohio 
and Potomac rivers, operating sivty 
thousand miles of line and carrying

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HELP TO CONTROL FOOP PRICES. 


Several eminent members of the United 
States senate representing far western states 
give it as their belief that the food shortage is 
exaggerated and that high prices are mainly 
due to speculative corners. One of these 
statesmen gravely recommends the lamp-post 
as a specific for this social and economic dis- 
temper. Several of them agree that the spec- 
ulators have been greatly assisted in their ne- 
farious business by the panic of a consider- 
able pari of the public to supply itself far be- 
;j'ond reasonable immediate needs in order to 
take security for the future at the expcuse 
of those who do not hoard. 


It is not to be doubted that speculators have 
been squeezing the American consumer. Nor 
is it to be doubted that panicky food-hoarders 
have been doing their very best little bit to ad- 
vance and sustain high prices. But even these 
plausible considerations do not operate to 
abate a tittle the country's necessity to pro- 
duce more food—to produce all the food that 
it can. If prices are to come down there must 
be an uncontrollable abundance. If the Amer- 
ican people are to discharge their duty to the 
vest of the world there must be more than an 
Abundance. In estimating tlic needed volume 
of food production this year there must be 
kept in mind always that if America is to win 
in the war upon which it has set out its al- 
lies must be fed. It must be kept likewise in 
mind that if millions in Europe and Asia are 
to escape starvation the coming winter succor 
roust issue from American granaries. Wc can- 
uot, nor should we, proceed upon a policy of 
]>le]]ty for ourselves and good luck to the 
world. We must feed tlie world Avhile we feed 
ourselves. This can be done only by produc- 
ing this year a greater store of foodstuffs than 
has ever been gathered by our people. 


It is highly desirable that the criminal prac- 
tices of ruthless speculators be curbed. Under 
any circumstances such crimcs ought not to 
be condoned. But this year these felonies be- 
come tenfold more flagrant because they bear 
upon a people now weighed down with the 
burdens of war and they work against the 
national defend. No measiu'e more certain 
in its operations eounter to the speculators and 
their criminal ravishments can be devised 
than to make production abundant. The gen- 
eral participation of all the people in the 
growing of food surj^luses will make the way 
of the speculators doubly difficult by the pro- 
duction of great stores to which speculators 
cannot have access—foodstuffs raised on 
vacant lots and in backyards upon which 
speculators will never get a chance to plape 
their grasping hands. 


That before many weeks have sped the na- 
tional government mil have put into effect 
its legal measures for the conservation of food 
and the control of supplies and prices seems 
assured. This will work a vast good, but it will 
not wholly solve the difficulties. Even the 
German imperial government, Avith the iron 
hand of military absolutism, has been proved 
unequal to the task of thoroughly controlling 
supplies and regulating prices. What Berlin 
has failed in doing Washington need scarcely 
hope to accomplish more effectually. The 
greatest reinforcement the government can 
have in regulating ¡supplies and controlling 
prices of table necessaries is an abundant pro- 
duction. Millions of American householders 
who do not commonly produce any food at all 
can this year produce much that will make a 
large portion of home supplies homc-grown. 
These supplies will never go into the market, 
but they will operate very strongly to rule 
market demands and keep prices automatic- 
ally where they belong. Such a natural con- 
trol will in no wise injure producers, for pro- 
ducers never share in the wicked profits of 
the criminal speculators. 


Everybody who can devote a square yard of 
soil to the productifin of some staple food crop 
this, year should on no account fail to do it. 
'^hat vill be a patriotic service ta the goyern- 


thc nation-wiU be in war. 


The people of America can -find no better 
way to keep things going than by holding to 
their normal ways of life. It would seem al- 
most needless to point out a fact so obvious 
as that if we do not pursife our accustonaed 
Avaj^s and keep the vast machinery of industry 
and commerce moving steadfastly forward 
and constantly upward the nation will be 
most seriously weakened for the war. It 
must be borne in mind that in these days wars 
cost sums undreamed of a decade ago. The 
nation that would escape plunging through 
war into bankruptcy must continue to pro- 
duce wealth while it wages war. Above all 
other nations on earth America is in a situa- 
tion to do that. All that must be done is to 
keep the wheels going round. There is but one 
way to do that and that way is by sustaining 
the demand for what the wheels turn out. 


If all the people of America were suddenly 
and spontaneously to take impulse from the 
error that war has brought hard times and has 
put all of us under compulsion to constrict 
our way of living to a frugality hardly to be 
called living at all, we should bring the-whole 
structure of business crashing 
about our 
heads and leave ourselves helpless in the 
wreckage of the greatest prosperity the coun- 
try has ever seen. There is not going to be 
any such course of folly. The people of Amer- 
ica understand that the best service those who 
must stay at home can render their nation and 
government is to increase our strength and 
not permit our strength to be diminished. This 
can be done by keeping the whole country 
busy—by supporting industry and commerce 
and labor and wages. If this country ceases 
to consume it shortly aatII cease to produce, 
and the moment production ceases wages will 
stop, business stagnate and we shall then be 
upon hard times, indeed. 


Money is plentiful and will become still 
more plentiful* The two hundred millions 
lent by this government a few days ago to 
Great Britain has been going at the rate of 
eight millions every twentj^-four hours and 
will soon bo exhausted. All that vast expendi- 
ture is in America. The money to go to 
France, to Italy, to Russia and to Belgium 
will all of it be spent in America for the things 
that those nations need that only America is 
able to supply. There is no need to take alarm. 
Indeed, to do so will be a folly if not a wicked- 
ness, for it will hurt everybody, cripple the 
government and injure the whole nation. 
America was never so far from anything as it 
is today from hard times. 


Aside from actually facing the enemy on the 
firing line no higher duties of patriotism con- 
front the whole people of America today than 
the closely related and paramount obligations 
to sustain business and produce a food crop 
equal to the world's great need.

In previous chapters we have dealt 
with the manner of electing represen- 
tatives and have considered the prob- 
lem of securing fair representation to 
all parts of a state and to all grtups 
of people. The present chapter deals 
with the way in which the legislature 
does its work in making laws. 


The constitution lays down specific 
rules of procedure under which the 
legislature must act. 
The object of 
these rules is to secure an orderly 
process so that laws will bs carefully 
considered and so that fraud shall not 
be commltted.in the making of laws. 


The constitution requires that the 
legislature shall do its work in sixty- 
one days. 
This provision was put in 
to prevent delays which often worked 
hardships both on the members and 
the public. 
The limit was fixed at 
sixty-one days because in 1851 that 
was 
considered 
ample 
time. 
The 
-growth of the state and the increased 
complexity of law making has un- 
doubtedly made this limit too short. 
The legislature needs to have time to 
deliberate and the members ougiit not 
to be worked beyond their capacity. 
There is too much haste to get through 
in time and the forces of evil profit 
by the confusion. It is not uncommon 
to have from one hundred to two hun- 
dred bills passed in the last two or 
three days of the session. No human 
being could pass that much legislation 
intelligently iu two or three days. 


The rules laid down by the constitu- 
tion require that a law shall have but 
one subject. This makes each subject 
pass on its own merits and not because 
it is coupled 
with 
something else. 
Often a bad act is coupled with a good 
one and in order to get the good one, 
the legislature must 
take 
the bad. 
Often bad provisions are put on as 
"riders" and got thrO'ugh on the backs 
oC good provisions. 
Preventing two 
subjects in the same act prevents this 


to a large extent. 


Tha constitution requires that each 
bill be read on three separate days 
unless two-thirds of the members vote 
otherwise. 
This prevents 
anything 
from being rushed through without 
the contents being known. 
In prac- 
tice, however, the bills are not ac- 
tually read. 
In fact. If the provision 
were literally followed, it would take 
the entire time of the legislature lis- 
tening to the reading of the bills. 


Each bill must be labeled. That is, 
it must have a title and the title must 
tell what -s in the act. 
If anything 
is found in the act which la not cov- 
ered by the general terms of the title, 
it is not a valid part of the law. 
This 
prevents concealing a bad provision 
and letting it slip through. 


The most important resctriction is 
that which prevents special and local 
laws on a larger number of subjects. 
A special or local act is one which 
applies to a special place of to a spe- 
cial class or to single 
individuals. 
Under the first constitution of Indiana, 
la%vs could be "passed changing the 
names of people or granting divorces. 
Instead of applying to a court as at 
present, the parties applied to the 
legislature and the time was largely 
taken up with such matters. 
Any 
thinking person would say that this 
was absurd. 


But the restriction of local and spe- 
cial legislation is only partially ef- 
fective. 
Many acts are passed which 
read as though they were general but 
which apply only to single communi- 
ties. There are acts which apply only 
to a certain city but which do not 
mention the city but say rather that 
it shall apply to all cities having a 
population of not leas than so many 
and not more than so many according 
to the last census. Thus Fort Wayne, 
Terre Haute, Indianapolis, Evansville, 
South Bend and many others still have

local legislation and it is a fair esti- 
mate that more than half the time of 
the legislature is taken up with such 
local laws. 


There are many remedies proposed 
for local and special legislation. First, 
it is suggested that home rule be giv- 
en to cities, townsj and counties and 
then there would be no njeed of apply- 
ing to t h e state legislature on local 
matters. 
Second, it is proposed that 
local legislation be permitted, but that 
all local laws should first be oonsict- 
ered by a local government board and> 
approved. Third, it might be required 
that local acta be advertised for a. 
, period in the locality affected and all 
expense of their passage be borne by 
the locality. 
Fourth, local acta might 
be refen-ed back to the local authori- 
ties for their approval, thus prevent- 
ing the state from imposing some- 
thing which they do not want. 


Undoubtedly the question of local 
and special laws is the most import- 
ant one to solve and the coming con- 
vention will deal with it. 


The constitution leaves the houses 
of the legislature free to organize as 
they see fit. The result is usually n 
partisan arrangement. 
The majority 
party uses the legislative positions aa 
rewards for political service. 
It hap- 
pens therefore that the houses may 
be organized without a single exper- 
ienced assistant. 
The legislature be- 
ing inexperienced and their assistants 
likewise, makes a clumsily working 
machine and by the time the machin- 
ej-y begins to work well, the session Is 
over. 
Any 
person 
who 
has 
been 
around a legislative session realizes 
the need of a permanent corps of ex- 
perienced assistants chosen for their 
fitness for the work. 
Such a corps 
would lighten the work of the mem- 
bers and greatly facilitate the pro- 
cedure. It would also reduce by one- 
half to two-thirds the cost of legisla- 
tive assistants. 


The legislature needs especially to 
have at its 
command 
a committee 
bureau or board to draft laws. 
The 
members cannot be supposed to be 
draftsmen. 
That is a profession la 
itself. 
An expert nonpartisan agency 
is needed to put the Ideas of mem- 
bers into legal form. To this agency 
all laws should also be referred be- 
fore their final passage to see that 
they are technically correct. The ob- 
ject of the work should be not to pro- 
mote or oppose legislation, but to see 
that laws are constitutional, clearly 
worded and not defective or conflict- 
ing. Of course, it goes without saylnj? 
that the legislature should haveat its 
comnmnrt full information of the ex- 
perience 6f the world in law making. 
Mistakes and pitfalls will thus bs 
avoided. 


The whole process of legislation 
should be worked out so aa to insure 
careful deliberation to make lava fill 
real needs; to prevent any frauduleat 
work to be done: and to make laws 
so clear that people can understand 
them and so that people reading them 
in bad faith cannot pretend to mi.-»- 
understand them.

So much has been said about po- 
tatoes that more seems superfluous, 
but we can't say too much. 
Potatoes 
mean patriotism this year. 


To plant a plot 50 by 100 feet, or 
about one-ninth of an acre, the best re- 
sults will' be reached by using 1 2-3 to 
2 bushels of seeds. 


Potatoes thrive best in sandy 
or 
gravelly loam soil. 
However, 
they 
may be grown with a fair degree of 
success on any type of soil, except 
loose rand and a heavy clay, provided 
the land is well drained and contains 
the necessary plant food. 
The land 
should be plowed or spaded from eight 
to twelve inches deep if the subsoil is 
not too near the surface. Whether the 
land is plowed or spaded, it should be 
thoroughly pulverized immediately. 
It 
is a ba<|,/practice 
to allow 
freshly 
turned soil to dry in clods.

' When to Plant. 


This depends upon the weather, of 
course. 
In general. It Is best to plant 
as soon as there Is little likelihood of 
killing frosts after the plants arè up. 
In this region early varieties should 
be planted from March 25th to April 
13th, if the weather permits, and the 
late varieties three or four weeks later. 


Depth. 


The lighter the soil the deeper the 
planting should be. About four inches 
deep will give good results under aver- 
age conditions. 


Cuttings. 


It is a common practice to cut tubers 
Into pieces having two eyes each. 
Ex- 
perimental work has shown that the 
whole potato is to' be preferred to 
either the half, tuber or two-eye pieces.

Spacing. 


Early varieties. If worked by hand, 
should be planted 10 to 12 Inches apart 
In rows as close as 26 inches. 
Later 
varieties 12 to 14 inches apart in rows 
34 to 36 inches apart. 
If horse culti- 
vation Is desired the rows must ^ be 
anyway 30 to 36 Inches apart. 
Keep 
the surface level. 


Diseases. 


To prevent scab, soak the seed In a 
solution of formaldehyde—one pint to 
thii-ty gallons of water—for two hours 
before cutting. 


Blight Is controlled by spraying with 
Bordeaux 
mixture, 
first 
when 
the 
plants are 6 inches high and then every 
two weeks until harvesting time. For- 
mula for Bordeaux will appear later. 


Potato bugs can be controlled by 
spraying with arsenate of lead at the 
rate of two pounds to 50 gallons of 
water at the time the beetles are hatch- 
ing. 
The Bordeaux and arsenate may 
be combined, thus saving labor of two 
sprayings. This also will be told later.

There are many good furniture pol- 
ishes on the market and paraffine oil 
is an excellent cleaner. 
But a piano 
case can be cleaned with a pure soap- 
suds. wiped dr.y. and then have a good 
polish applied or not, as is convenient 
to the housekeeper. 
Then here is an- 
other way: 
Use a bottle of olive oil, 
a bottle of alcohol, some new or per- 
fectly clean 
canton 
flannel, a per- 
fectly clean chamois, and a basin of 
water. 


AVet a .sjnall piecc of the flannel and 
drop on it a few drops of oil. 


Rub with the wet flannel a small 
section of the case at a time, and ijn- 
mediateiy rub it thoroughly with a 
dry piece of the flannel before pro- 
ceeding to a fresh section. 


Polish with chamois or a fresh piece 
of 
flannel. Rub with the grain of the 
wood, and breathe on it occasionally 
to help remove any oiliness that may 
remain. A very little flour rubbed with 
the grain of the wood will also help 
remove oiliness, but its use should not 
be necessary. 


AVash the piano keys with a corner 
of the flannel wet with alcohol. 
Be 
careful to avoid 
touching the wood 
with the alcohol as it will ruin the 
varnish.

War Department Issues a 
^ Detailed Statement of 
' \ 
the Procedure. 


Washington, May 7.—^An official out- 
line of the method by which military 
registration is to be carried out un- 
der the selective conscription bill was 
made public today, with 
an 
appeal 
from the war department for the vol- 
untary services of state election and 
other officials in order that there will 
be no delay in enrolling arid classify- 
ing: millions of men for army 
duty. 
Careful preparation has been made to 
place the whole task in the hands of 
civilian officials of the states and to 
remove evei\y suggestion of 
military 
force in putting the measure into ef- 
fect. 
The only function of the federal 
government 
will 
be 
supervision 
through the office of the provost mar- 
shal general. 
The department's state- 
ment follows: 


There was a time in the country's 
history when 
military 
enumerators, 
¡backed by bayonets, went out among 
the people to take a compulsory serv- 
ice census. 
Today under the principle 
of universal liability to service the e.x- 
ccution of the law is put into the hands 
of the people. 


The approval of the new 
national 
army bill and the president's procla- 
mation thereunder will be coincident. 
All persons within the age limits pre- 
scribed will be lequired 
to 
present 
themselves for registration at the cus- 
tomary voting places in the voting pre- 
cincts in which they have their perma- 
nent homes, on a day which the presi- 
dent will announce. 
The probability 
is that from ten to 
fifteen 
days will 
elapse between approval of the bill and 
registration day. 


The governor of each state will be 
the chief of registration therein. 
The 
machinery 
of 
registration 
in 
each 
county is to be in charge of the sheriff, 
the county clerk, and the county phy- 
sician, acting e.\-offjcio, unle.ss a diffei - 
ent board shall be announced by the 
governor. 
In cities containing popu- 


lation.s of more than 30,000 the.regis- 
tration will be under the control of 
the mayor and.selected boards of reg- 
istration. 
In order that the de.signat- 
ed county and city officials, and the 
people generally,' can get a clear un- 
derstanding of the census methods the 
following brief outline is given: 


The sheriffs or other designated offi- 
cials, immediately upon receiving no- 
tice from the governor, shall appoint 
registrars for each voting precinct. 


The Appointment of Registrars.

be one for each 170 pez'sons to be reg-

containing 
about 30,000 people one

board, and shall designate one officer 
of each board to perform duties sim- 
ilar to those imposed on the sheriff, as 
heretofore outlined.

Five days after the date of the pres- 
ident's proclamation complete regula- 
tions will be in the hands of all sher- 
iffs and of the officials of cities of over 
30,000 jiopulation. 


The i>resident is authorized to call 
upon all public officers to assi.st in the 
execution of tlie law.

plan

however, to rely on the people for the 
proper execution of the law.

their services free as registrars.

General Guerko Orders Bus* 
sians to Cease Fraterniz- 
ing With Germans. 


WANTS SLAVS TO 


FIGHT NOT PLAY 


Germans Trick Slavs While 
Withdrawing Troops to 
Western Front. 


Petrograd, 
May 
7.—General 
Guerko, commander on the west-*, 
erii front, issued an order declar-' 
ing that the fraternizing of Rus- 
sians with the enemy troops must 
be stopped. 


He declares that such fraternii- 
ing which has become a common 
practice, has enabled the enemy 
to learn 
Russian locations of 
troops.

G. E. Dixon Asserts Bail- 
ways Must Get Better 
Rates or Perish. 


George D. Dixon, vice president of 
the Pennsylvania railroad in charge of 
traffic, has issued a statement in which 
he makes the assertion that the ulti- 
mate effect of granting the application 
of the railroads for 
an 
increase in 
freigrht rates would be to lower the cost 
of living. 
The companies are seeking 
from the Interstate commerce 
com- 
mission authority to advance the rate 
except on coal, coke and ore, 15 per 
cent and the movement, according to 
Mr. Dixon, is almost a struggle for ex- 
istence by the railroads. 
Such an in- 
crease, he says, would be infinitesimal 
to the consumers of food stuffs, while 
it would immensely strengthen 
the 
credit 
of 
the railroads. 
Providing 
them with a basis for obtaining capital 
and also allow them surplus revenue 
out of which the improvements and 
extensions could be made. 
These im- 
provements and extensions, Mr. Dixon 
says, would provide the country with 
better means of distribution and ex- 
change, the benefit of which could not 
help but be felt by the consumer. 
The 
statement includes a most interesting 
table covering the expenses in Pitts- 
burg of a family of five persons for a 
week, mentioning fourteen articles of 
food, and taking the freight rates on 
the same If shipped from the usual 
sources of supply 
in 
the Pittsburg 
markets .shows that the increase to the 
consumer would be three and a half 
cents per person each week.

of the Associated Press.)—Sixty of the 
76 German merchant steamers which 
were in Portuguese harbors when Por 
tugal entered the war and which were 
promptly seized by the government, 
have been turned over to Great Bri- 
tain on a rental basis. Great Britain 
has" rented the ships for $7,000,000 a 
year to be paid after the war. 


'What Is to become of the'ships after 


the war is much in doubt. 
But the 


prevailing belief is that the ships will 
go into Portugal's merchant marine, 
thus bringing it up to rather respect- 
able proportions. The renting of the 
ships to England has caused a good 
deal of criticism, particularly at this 
time when the lack of merchant ships 
is sending up the cost of living and dis- 
turbing the whole range of Portugal's 
Imports an dexports. 


Washington, May 7.—Two allied war commissions sitting con-

These supplies will never go into the market 
but they will operate very strongly to rul 
market demands and keep prices automatic 
ally where they belong. Such a natural con 
trol will in no wise injure producers, for pro 
ducers never share in the wicked profits o 
the criminal speculators.

In previous chapters wo have dealt 


with the manner of electing ropreson- 
<ttivc» and hiivo considered the prob- 
cin of securing fair representation to 
II parls of a stato and to all groups 
f people. The present chapter deals 
vltH the way In which the legislature 
oes Its work in making laws. 
Tho constitution lays down specific 
ulrs of procedure under which tho 
eglslature must act. The object of 
howi rules is to secure (in orderly 
irocess so thnt laws will bo carefully 
onsldored nnd so that fraud nhall not 
10 committed in th« making of laws. 


The constitution requires that the 


legislature shall do ite work In sixty- 
one days. This provision was put In 
o prevent delays which often worked 
mrdshlps both on the members and 
tho public. Tho limit was fixed tit 
sixty-one days because In 1861 that 
was considered ample 
time. The 


growth of the state and the increased 
complexity of law making has un- 
doubtedly made this limit too short. 
Tho legislature needs to have time to 
deliberate and the members ought not 
,o be worked beyond their capacity. 
There is too much haste to get through 
n time and tho forces o£ evil profit 
jy tho confusion. It is not uncommon 
;o have from one hundred to two hun- 
dred bills passed in the last two or 
.lirco days of the session. No human 
being could pass that much legislation 
intelligently in two or throe days. 


Tho rules laid down by the constitu- 


tion require that a law shall have bul 
one subject. This makes each subject 
pass on its own merits and not because 
it is coupled with something else 
Often a, bad act Is coupled with a good 
one and in order to get the good one 
the legislature must take the bad 
Often bad provisions are put on as 
"riders" and get through on the backs 
of good provisions. 
Preventing two 


subjects in the same act prevents this 


to a largo «xtent. 


Thu constitution rettuires that each 


bill be read on three separate days' 
unices two-thirds of the members vote 
otherwise. 
This prevents anything 


'rom being: ru»he<J through without 
ho contents being known. In prac- 
tice, however, the bills are not ac- 
tually read. In fact. If the provision 
were literally followed. It would take 
the entire time of the legislature lis- 
tening to the reading of the bills. 


Each bill must be labeled. That is, 


it tnu»t have a title and the title must 
tell what -s in the act. 
If anything 


is found in the act which In not cov- 
ered by the general terms of the title, 
it is not a valid part of the law. This 
prevents concealing a bad provision 
and letting It slip through. 


The most Important rcsctriction is 


that which prevents special and local 
laws on a larger number of subjects. 
A special or local act Is one which 
applies to a special place of to a spe- 
cial class or to single individuals. 
Under the fir&t constitution of Indiana, 
laws could bo passed changing the 
names of people or granting divorces. 
Instead of applying to a court as at 
present, the parties applied to the 
legislature and the time was largely

cial legislation is only partially ef- 
fective. Many acts are passed which 
read as though they were general but 
which apply only to single communi- 
ties. There are acts which apply only 
to a certain city but which do not 
mention the city but say rather that 
it shall apply to all cities having a 
population of not less than so many 
and not more than so many according 
to the last census.

There arc many remedies proposed 


for local and special legUIation. Finut, 
It Is suggested that liome rule be *lv- 
cn to cities, towna and counties and 
then there would bo no need of apply- 
ing to the ntnte legislature on local 
matter*. Second, It Ic proponed thnt 
local loclslatlon be permitted, but that 
all local lawn should flr»t b« consid- 
ered by a. local uovernmont board and 
approved. Third, It might be required 
that local seta bo advertised for a 
period In the locality affected and all 
expense of their passage be borne by 
the locality. Fourth, local acU mijcht 
be referred back to the local authori- 
ties for their approval, thus prevent- 
ing tho etato from Imposing some- 
thing which they do not want. 


Undoubtedly tho question of local 


and special laws le the most Import- 
ant one to solve and tho coming con- 
vention will deal with It. 


The constitution leaves the hou«r3 


of the legislature froe to organize a» 
they see fit. The result Is usually a 
partisan arrangement. The majority 
party uses the legislative positions a» 
rewards for political service. It hap- 
pens therefore that the homes may 
be organized without a single exper- 
ienced assistant. The legislature be- 
ing Inexperienced and their assistants 
likewise, makes a clumsily working 
machine and by the time the machin- 
ery begins to work well, the session Is 
over. Any person who has 
been 


around a legislative session realizes 
the need of a. permanent corps of ex- 
perienced assistants chosen for their 
fitness for the -work. 
Such a corps 


would lighten the work of the mem- 
bers and greatly facilitate the pro- 
cedure. It would also reduce by one- 
half to two-thirds the cost of legisla- 
tive assistants. 


The legislature needs especially to 


have at its command a committee 
bureau or board to draft laws. The 
members cannot bo supposed to bo 
draftsmen. 
That Is a. profession in 


itself. An expert nonpartlsari agency 
is needed to put the ideas o£ mem- 
bers into legal form. To this agency 
all laws should also be referred be- 
fore their flnal passage to see that 
they are technically correct The ob- 
ject of the work should be not to pro- 
mote or oppose legislation, but to see 
that laws are constitutional, clearly 
worded and not defective or conflict- 
lug. Of course, it goes without saying 
that the legislature should haveat ita 
command full information of the; ex- 
perience ol tbfi world in law making. 
Mistakes and pitfalls will thus be 
avoided. 


The whole process of legislation 


should be worked out so an to insure 
careful deliberation to make tows fill 
real needs; to prevent any fraudulent 
work to be done; and to make laws 
so clear that people can understand 
them and so that people reading them1 
in bad faith cannot pretend to mln- 
understand them.

MORE INFORMATION ABOUT THE GROWING OF POTATOES. 


(Another of a series of articles 


edited by the Publicity and Informa- 
tion committee of the National Food 
Relief union. This article edited by 
Maude A. Gaskins.) 


So much has been said about po- 


tatoes that more seems superfluous, 
but we can't say too much. Potatoes 
mean patriotism this year. 


To plant a plot 60 by 100 feet, or 


about one-ninth of an acre, the best re- 
sults will be reached by using 1 2-3 to 
2 bushels of seeds, 


potatoes thrive best 
in Bandy or 


gravelly loam soil. 
However, they 


may be grown with a fair degree of 
success on any type of soil, except 
loose sand and a heavy clay, provided 
the land is well drained and contains 
the necessary plant food. The land 
should be plowed or spaded from eight 
to twelve inches deep if the subsoil is 
not too near the surface. Whether the 
land Is plowed or spaded, it should be 
thoroughly pulverized immediately. It 
is a bad practice to allow freshly 
turned soil to dry in clods. 


Karly Varieties. 


Tho Purdue Experiment station ad- 


vises for Indiana Early Rose and Early 
Ohio, of the red skinned varieties, and 
Irish Cobbler and Triumph of the 
white skinned varieties. 


Of the later varieties Rural New 


Torker, Burbank's Seedling, Sir Wal- 
ter Raleigh, Green Mountain and Car- 
men No. 3 are good for this region. 


When to Plant. 


This depends upon the weather, of 


course. In general, it is best to plant 
as soon as there is little likelihood of 
killing frosts after the plants are up. 
In this region early varieties shoul'd 
be planted from March 25th to April 
18th, if the weather permits, and the 
late varieties three or four weeks later. 


Depth. 


The lighter the soil the deeper the 


planting should be. About four inches 
deep will give good results under aver- 
age conditions, 


Cuttings. 


It is a common practice to cut tubers 


into pieces having two eyes each. Ex- 
perimental work has ahownvthat the 
whole potato is to be preferred to 
either the half tuber or two-eye pieces. 
The best time to cut is Just before 
planting.

Diseases. 


To prevent scab, soak the seed in a 


solution of formaldehyde—one pint to 
thirty gallons of wator—for two hours 
before cutting. 


Blight is controlled by spraying will 


Bordeaux mixture, first when the 
plants are 6 inches high and then every 
two weeks until harvesting time. For- 
mula for Bordeaux will appear later. 


Potato bugs can be controlled by 


spraying with arsenate of lead at the 
rate of two pounds to 50 gallons of 
water at the time the beetles are hatch- 
ing. The Bordeaux and arsenate may 
be combined, thus saving labor of two 
sprayings. This also will be told later.

Careful preparation has been made to 
place th« whole task in the hands of 
civilian officials of the states and to 
remove every suggestion of military 
force in putting the measure into ef- 
fect 
The only function of the federal 


government 
will

supervision 


through the office of the provost mar- 
shal general. The department's state- 
ment follows: 
There was a time in the country s 


history when 
military enumerators, 


' backed by bayonets, went out among 
'the people to take a compulsory serv- 
ice census. Today under the principle 
of universal liability to service the ex- 
ecution of the law is put into the hands 
of the people. 
The approval of the new national 


army bill and the president's procla- 
mation thereunder will be coincident. 
iAll persons within the ngc limits pre- 
scribed will be required to present 
'themselves for registration at the cus- 
tomary voting places in the votinR pre- 
cincts in which they have thei'- perma- 
nent homes, on a day which the presi- 
dent will announce. The probability 
'is that from ten to fifteen days will 
elapse between approval of the bill and 
registration day.
